A proc ng before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace is sufficient to secure 
a forfeiture of such bonds. The Su- 
preme Court has held to this view of the 
case also. 

“I intend to notify every Prosecuting 
Attorney in the State that every time 
a dramshop keeper ta convicted of vio- 
lating the Sunday law that steps must 
also taken at once to forfeit his 
bond. In the past this feature of the 
law has not been resorted to, but it

Two Young Men Attack James | 
Hennessey Because He Had 
Man Arrested. 


James Hennessey, who lives at the 
Broadway Hotel, Broadway and Wash 
street, was held firmly against a wall 
at Sixth and Wash streets early Thurs- 


day by one man while another struck 
him repeatedly in the face. No attempt 
Was made to get Hennessey’s money. 
Hennessey had informed the lice 
that men were robbing John E. Engel- 
son, a 62-year-old Civil War veteran, at 
Broadway and Wash street.

NEW YORK, July 19.—Louis A Gour- 
dain of Chicago, convicted of using the 
mails to defraud and sentenced last May 
to four and a half years in the Illinois 
Penitentiary, will make his final ef- 
fort today to have that sentence car- 
ried into effect. He arrived in New York 
from Washington last night, registered 
at the Savoy and engaged one of the 
most expensive suites in the hotel. He 
had with him a large sum of ready cash 
and a check book of his private bank— 
the Imperial—on which he can draw, he 
Says, any amount up to $1,000,000. 

He will go to Narragansétt Pier this 
morning to see Justice White of the 
United States Supreme Court, and pre- 
sent a petition, praying that the warden 
of the Jollet Penitentiary be ordered to 
receive and incarcerate him (Gourdain) 
in accordance with the sentence of the 
trial court. 

“This is my last attempt to have the 
sentence of the court enforced,” said 
Gourdain. ‘‘My release from Joilet was 
against my wish or desire, and if I am 
not taken back I shall spend the next 
four years in my own Jail, an exact re- 
plica of the Penitentiary in minature. 

“I shall have a cell built exactly like 
the cell I occupied in the prison until I 
was turned out through the efforts of 
W. Knox Haynes, an attorney who 
acted on his own initiative and not by 
my direction. I bought the ground for 
my Jail for $4500. 

“If Justice White refuses to return 
me to the Penitentiary I will enter the 
cell every night, get up every morn- 
ing when the Penitentiary gong rings. 
and eat prison fare in prison garb. I 
will be convict No. 9800 and will go ev- 
ery day to my bank in Chicago and 
work to pile up more money to add to 
what I’ have already and which I will 
distribute among the persons who in- 
vested with ‘me, and who lost on my 
advice. 

“Immediately after my term has ex- 
pired, whether in the public or sg 4 pri- 
vate prison, I will carry out my inten- 
tion of wiping the Gourdain family off 
the map. I ve a steam yacht, the 
Imperial, now in the Gulf of Mexico. 
She will be brought to a convenient 
port, and I will go aboard of her with 
about one hundred of my own blood 
relatives—all Gourdains—and we will 
sail away, and it will be the last ever 
heard of us. There will be no mes- 
sages from iand or sea. The family 
will disappear.”’ 

Gourdain parted his thin lips in a 
ghastly smile. He did not appear to 
think it at all remarkable, when ques- 
tioned, that a hundred members of any ; 
family would sacrifice themselves on an 
altar of sentimentality such as he has 
erected. 

“But before this he 
continued, ‘‘restitution will be made to 
all the persons who made me their 
trustee. Investors who placed their 
money with me on options in the Cap- 
ital ofl] lands and the Winn oll lands 
in Louisiana, which were listed on the 
Louisiana Stock Exchange, will get 
their money back before the Gourdain 

is wiped out.

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THE RUSSIAN CRISIS. 

It is difficult to extract a clear idea of the actual 
seonditions of the Russian crisis from the confused 
“reports cabled from St. Petersburg. But it is evi-

‘sponsibility, evén at the cost of civil war, and it 
seems equally plain that the bureaucrats surround- 
ing the puppet Czar are determined to — nothing 
without war.

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HOW ABOUT THE TIN TRUST? 

We are using this year in housebwiding probably 
not Jess than $150,000,000 in tin plate, tern plate and 
sheet iron of the various kinds used in tinsmithing 
work on residence and business buildings.

With a hundred and fifty millions as a moderate 
estimate of what American housebuilders will pay 
this year on these two items of tin and sheet iron, 
they will be assessed on this total consumption by 
the Tin Trust and its allied trusts at Dingley rates, 

The trusts are organized to collect from the con- 
sumer up to the point of Dingley protection for their 
monopoly against outside competition. The Dingley 
rates on tin and sheet-iron plates run from 64 to 74 
cents on the dollar of value. 

The 74-cent rate shuts 
three-fourths of the total it represents in dollars 
added to cost at the Custom House. 

But suppose the trust collect much less? 
they are satisfied when they get a Dingley “rake-off” 
of only 331-3 cents on the dollar of value? At this 
rate on a eonsumption of $150,000.000 for roofing, 
guttering and other uses of tin and sheet-iron plates 
in the new houses of 1906, the Dingley Tin 
and the other Dingley Trusts allied with it 
Dingley rake-off of $50,000,000 for the year.

Bryan’s Statement That He Is ‘‘More Radical 








Than He Was in 1896,’’ It Thinks the Nomination Should Not 
Be Forced Upon Him Two Years in Advance.

NEW YORK, July 19.—The World says

By tacit agreement the old issues were 
to be ignored and the old quarrels for- 
gotten. The slate was sponged off. Mr. 
Bryan was accepted as the leader of 
the party and the inevitable nominee for 
resident in 1908. Elaborate prepara- 
tions had been made for his reception 
wher he arrived in New York. Half a 
dozn Demogratic State conventions had 
‘formally indorsed him. The, lower 
house of the Louisiana Legislature had 
demanded his nomination. Distinguished 
‘Democratic eaders-gold. silver and 
others—had acclaimed him as the legiti- 
mate candidate. Some of them, like 
John Sharp Williams, did not hesitate 
‘o predict his election. 

“Mr. Bryan. with a proper regard for 
the proprieties, had refused to an- 
nounce his candidacy and had protested 
against being placed in the attitude of 
a candidate. To use his own words: 
‘I prefer to be in a position to say what 
I think ought to be said. to write what 
I think ought to be written. and to do 
what I think ought to be done.” As it 
would be two vears before the conven- 
tion, he was unwilling ‘io sit on a stool 
and look pretty so long.’ 

“Mr. Bryan succeeded in sitting on a 
stool and looking pretty for about a 
week. Then, without any particular 
reason or justification, he unexpected- 
‘ly issued a statement that did not define 
his position on the probable issues of 
1908, but defended his position in regard 
to the issues of 1896. 

“‘T am more radical than I was in 
1896,’ he declares, ‘and have nothing to 
withdraw on economic questions which 
have been under discussion.’ 

“He still believes in ‘bimetallism,’ and 
as in 1896 he proclaimed himself a bi- 
metallist rather than a silver mono- 
metallist, it is inferred that he still be- 
HWeves in the heaven-born ratio and the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to 1. He is confident that ‘the resto- 
ration of silver would bring still further 
prosperity,” but admits that the in- 
creased production of gold ‘has for the 
present removed the silver question as 
an issue.’ 

“But ‘for the present’ is a vague and 
disquieting expression.

“The dismay produced in Democratic 
circles by Mr. Bryan's statement is hard- 
ly less noticeable than the delight man- 
ifested among Republicans.. Nobody de- 
manded that Mr. Bryan apologize for his 
former attitude on the money question 
or publicly recant or beat his breast and 
cry ‘Mea culpa.’ All that anybody 
asked of him was a moderate recognition 
of the principle, much as he himself 
once laid down, ‘that changing condi- 
tions make new issues.’ Instead, Mr. 
Bryan has seen fit to drag the corpse of 
free silver out of its grave and assure 
the country that it is not dead, but 
sleeping. When he declares that he is 
in fact more radical than he was in 
1896 it is to be presumed that he has 
changed in no way for the better and 
has learned nathing. It is perhaps un- 
fair, but nevertheless possible, to as- 
Sume that he will stand by all his is- 
sues of ten years ago, including the 
threat to ‘reorganize’ the Supreme Court 
of the United Stetes and the attack upon 
‘government by injunction.’ 
“Tt is needless to say that Mr. Bryan 

mistaking stubbornness for consist- 
ency is practically turning the presi- 
dency over to the Republican party 
again, giving it a walkover in 1908, as 
it had in 1896, 1900 and 19064. His state- 
ment has already distinctly clouded 
Democratic prospects in the congression- 
al campaign next fall and has helped to 
make possible so large a Republican 
majority in the House that Mr. Roose- 
velt’s re-election wiW become a certain- 
ty, even against his own will. 

“True, there may be a reaction and a 
return of Democratic sense after there 
has been an opportunity to reflect .on the 
results of State and congressional elec- 
tions next fall and the off-year elec- 
tions in the fall of 1907. But the situa- 
tion, nevertheless, demonstrates the ad- 
visability of taking Mr. Bryan at his 
word and not forcing a nomination upon 
him two years in advance of the nation- 
al convention. His remarkable popular- 
ity among Democrats must be conceded 
in spite of his mistakes, but the election 
is not going to be held. until the fall 
of 19088. Much may happen within the 
next two years, as much has happened 
within the last two vears. The real is- 
sues of the next national campaign are 
yet to be defined. The results of this 
year’s and next year’s elections, the re- 
sult of the last session of the Sixtieth 
Congress may play strange pranks with 
men and with measures.

He said the glass was insured against 
fire loss.

‘“‘Gorky is much more married to his 
wife than are many Americans of to- 
day. The attitude manifested by the 
American people toward him and his 
wife—for she was just as much his wife 
as the laws of Russia would allow— 
seemed to be characterized by hydropho- 
bia. At the very time that Gorky and 
his wife were ejected from the hotel, a 
third of the Americans there were ina 
much more objectionable marital state 
than he. Our society will not bear ex- 
hmination. 

“To preserve the heritage of children 
and protect them, it is of course imper- 
ative that we have a legal marriage. As 
long, however, aS we are sO much more 
concerned with the label than the real 
thing, there will be this attitude toward 
marriage.

Marriage is nothing but 
a machine for the propagation of the 
species.

The real 
basis of the sexual! relationship is eco- 
nomic dependence. These conditions will 
exist until woman is made economical- 
ly independent. This old idea of matri- 
mony that the wife was an ivy clinging 
to the sturdy oak its not right.”’

“Like politics and religion. we have 
taken for granted that the marriage re- 
lationship was right and have not ques- 
tioned it.’’
